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ANNUAL  REPORT. 


/UHE  statistics  of  the  work  of  this  Association  for  the 
summer  of  1887,  are  as  follows  : Total  number  sent 
out,  four  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighteen.  Of 
these,  the  number  sent  to  the  country,  was  three  thous- 
and eight  hundred  and  eleven  (3681  children,  130  adults) 
for  average  stay  of  seven  and  one-half  days.  The  num- 
ber sent  to  the  seashore,  one  hundred  and  five  (56  adults, 
and  49  children)  average  stay  nine  and  one-half  days. 
Sent  on  invitation,  three  hundred  and  two  (277  children, 
25  adults),  average  stay  of  twelve  days.  Permanent 
homes  were  found  for  ten  children. 

The  work  of  the  Board  of  Managers  is  always  measured 
by  the  amount  of  money  received.  The  increase  of  num- 
bers therefore  testifies  to  the  generous  impulse  of  the  pub- 
lic at  large,  and  to  the  great  faithfulness  of  those  who 
carry  out  their  desires. 

These  managers  are  not  a body  who  simply  supervise 
the  work  of  others  under  employ — but  are  themselves  the 
actual  workers,  who,  while  many  are  fleeing  from  the 
heat-radiating  bricks  and  brazen  skies  of  the  summer  city, 
stay  to  thread  their  way  among  little  streets  and  alleys, 
searching  out  the  children,  preparing  clothing  if  need  be, 
hurrying  to  trains  at  early  morning,  at  noon,  at  night, 
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taking  personal  care  of  the  helpless  ones — expecting  no 
reward  except  that  which  always  comes  from  self-denying 
service  of  love. 

The  general  plan  of  work  of  this  society  from  the  be- 
ginning, has  been  to  board  the  children  among  comfort- 
able farmers  within  easy  distance  of  the  city. 

We  seek  those  houses  which  are  distant  from  towns 
and  railroad  trains,  taking  the  children  into  the  very 
heart  of  nature  and  real  country  life. 

The  farmers  are  generally  very  patient  with  their  oft- 
times  trying  city  guests,  give  them  the  privileges  of 
house  and  barn,  and  treat  them  to  long  rides  a-field  or 
through  the  surrounding  country.  The  house-mothers 
are  forbearing  with  their  childish  faults,  kind  advisers  in 
their  troubles  and  dissensions,  careful  of  their  well-worn 
clothes,  proving  in  hundreds  of  instances  the  life  long 
friends  of  the  children — continuing  to  invite  them  for 
visits  when  they  are  no  longer  sent  out  by  the  society. 
The  small  board  paid  does  not  measure  the  service  ren- 
dered by  many  of  these  country  friends  of  ours.  To  as- 
sist them  on  the  moral  side  of  our  wrork  we  propose  this 
year  to  extend  an  experiment,  first  made  last  season,  and 
to  locate  in  neighborhoods  where  we  have  a number  of 
children,  older  persons  as  caretakers,  who  shall  have  some 
oversight  of  the  conduct  of  the  children,  and  as  far  as  pos- 
sible guide  their  recreations  into  healthful  channels. 

One  can  hardly  realize  the  effect  of  the  change  from 
city  to  country  on  the  untrained  mind  of  a child.  The 
first  feeling  is  no  doubt  one  of  oppression.  The  wide, 
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seemingly  unbounded  spaces,  the  solemn  stillness — especi- 
ally of  the  night — the  dim  evening  light  of  the  country 
farm  house  conspire  often, -no  doubt,  to  homesickness. 
Grown  in  a day  or  two  familiar  with  his  surroundings, 
the  large  and  unaccustomed  liberty  then  tempts  to  license. 
A whole  new  world  is  opened  up  which  the  child  feels  he 
must  investigate,  sometimes,  perhaps  unwisely.  We  are 
sure,  that  a friend  at  hand  who  will  help  him  to  control, 
first,  homesickness,  then  lawlessness,  and  direct  his  mind 
to  those  things  which  will  most  profit  him  in  his  country 
visit,  will  contribute  greatly  to  the  benefit  of  the  country 
week. 

An  appeal  in  behalf  of  the  city  children  made  in  the 
National  Baptist  early  last  summer  attracted  the  atten- 
tion of  some  warm  hearted  people  in  the  town  of  Lewis- 
burg,  Penna.,  and  led  them  to  invite  fifty  children  for  a 
week’s  visit.  Though  the  time  given  for  preparation  was 
short,  we  responded  with  alacrity  to  the  invitation, 
gathered  up  the  children  from  all  parts  of  the  city  and 
despatched  them  on  the  appointed  day  and  train.  The 
citizens  of  Lewisburg  welcomed  the  little  party  with 
open  arms,  distributed  them  in  twos  and  threes  among  the 
families  willing  to  receive  them,  and  made  that  week  a 
golden  memory  in  the  hearts  of  all  their  little  guests. 

A similar  experiment,  though  on  a smaller  scale,  was 
made  in  the  towns  of  Moorestown  and  Hammonton,  N.  J. 
It  was  of  these  kind  friends  a little  girl  said  on  her  re- 
turn : “ The  people  of  New  Jersey  are  so  different  from 

any  I ever  saw  before,  they  think  so  much  more  of  little 
children.” 
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We  earnestly  covet  an  increase  of  this  sort  of  entertain- 
ment for  our  children.  It  brings  them  into  individual 
contact  with  noble-minded,  disinterested  people,  whose 
gentleness  and  refinement  will  influence  the  character, 
while  country  air  and  sunshine  invigorate  the  body. 

We  confidently  trust  these  experiments  are  but  the  be- 
ginning of  a broad  work  of  this  kind,  and  that  other 
towns  in  this  and  neighboring  states  will  co-operate  with 
us  after  the  noble,  hearty  manner  of  those  we  have 
named. 

The  daily  excursion  branch  of  the  Association  has  been 
carefully  revised,  and  its  methods  improved  during  the 
past  year.  By  printing  our  own  street  car  tickets  we  are 
able  to  trace  and  redeem  all  tickets  given  out  by  us,  and 
prevent  their  misuse. 

Though  we  were  not  able  to  get  reduction  as  in  previ- 
ous years  on  some  of  the  tramway  routes,  we  are  glad  to 
say  the  usual  number  of  persons  received  the  benefit  of 
the  day  excursions.  Large  numbers  of  poor  women 
whose  families  prevent  them  from  leaving  the  city  with 
their  very  little  ones ; working  girls  and  boys  who  can 
take  only  an  occasional  half-holiday,  greatly  enjoy  these 
trips  on  the  rivers,  and  visits  to  the  park  and  surrounding 
country.  Here  we  must  thank  those  holders  of  Zoological 
Garden  tickets  who  have  heretofore  donated  them  to  our 
use,  and  beg  they  will  kindly  remember  us  again  the 
coming  season.  To  those  whose  purses  allow  of  few 
amusements  a visit  to  the  “Zoo  ” is  a never-ceasing  won- 
der and  delight. 
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The  number  sent  on  these  excursions  were :

We  have  assisted  in  several  Mission  and  Kindergarten 
School  excursions,  one  of  the  pleasantest  of  which  was 
the  June  trip  of  the  Beach  Street  Mission  pupils,  seventy- 
seven  in  number,  to  Cape  May. 

A glance  at  our  contributor’s  list  shows  the  interesting 
fact  that  this  charity  is  increasingly  a work  of  children 
for  children.  The  interior  details  as  they  come  to  us,  of 
these  efforts  of  little  folks  to  do  good  to  others,  would 
make  many  interesting  pages.  For  want  of  space  the 
story  of  the  Pansy  Club  and  of  others  who  by  parlor  fairs 
and  entertainments  have  added  greatly  to  our  funds,  can- 
not be  told  here ; but  to  show  how  the  interest  follows 
round  the  year,  we  would  mention  the  holiday  dinner  of 
the  Children’s  Christmas  Club  at  the  hall,  18th  and  Chest- 
nut streets,  to  which  about  fifty  Country  Week  Beneficia- 
ries were  invited,  treated  most  royally  by  their  little 
hosts,  and  sent  home  loaded  with  substantial  gifts. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  kindred  associations  who 
have  co-operated  with  us  during  the  summer.  Among 
them  are  the  Sanitarium,  Cape  May  Point  House,  Mer- 
cer Memorial  Home,  and  the  Children’s  Sea  Shore  House 
at  Atlantic  City.  Our  steadfast  friends,  the  newspapers 
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of  Philadelphia,  also  the  Pennsylvania  and  Reading 
railroads,  are  entitled  to  our  warmest  regard.  Without 
their  kind  and  watchful  interest  it  would  be  quite  impos- 
sible to  carry  on  our  work. 

We  desire  also  to  acknowledge  one-half  and  one-third 
rates  accorded  by  Fairmount  and  Delaware  steamers,  and 
by  Spruce  and  Pine,  and  Arch  Sreet  railways. 

In  conclusion  the  C.  C.  W.  Association  gratefully 
acknowledges  the  receipt  of  its  first  bequest,  $2000,  from 
the  estate  of  Miss  Mary  Anna  Williamson,  of  Langhorne, 
for  many  years  a valued  friend  and  contributor.  It  is 
proposed  to  retain  this  sum  for  permanent  investment.

CHARTER 


Article  I.  The  name  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  The 
Children’s  Country  Week  Association. 

Article  II.  The  purposes  for  which  the  Corporation 
is  formed  are:  1st,  To  enable  poor  children  and  poor  in- 
valid adults  of  the  city  to  spend  a part  of  the  warm  months 
in  the  counti’y;  2d,  To  provide  free  excursions  for  the 
poor  of  the  city;  3d,  To  secure  permanent  homes  for  the 
poor  of  the  city. 

Article  III.  The  business  of  the  Corporation  is  to  be 
transacted  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Article  IY.  The  Corporation  is  to  endure  perpetually. 

Article  Y.  Signing  the  Constitution  and  paying  One 
Dollar  annually  into  the  Treasury  shall  constitute  mem- 
bership. 

Article  YI.  The  business  of  the  Corporation  shall  be 
conducted  by  a President,  Yice-President,  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  and  twenty-eight  Directors,  who  shall  together 
constitute  a Board  of  Managers. 

The  members  of  the  Corporation  may  at  any  general 
meeting,  or  at  a special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose, 
change  the  number  of  Directors  and  authorize  other 
officers.

The  Officers  and  Directors  shall  be  elected  annually, 
and  shall  hold  office  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  stead. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  va- 
cancies in  its  own  body  and  in  the  offices  of  the  Corpora- 
tion. 

Article  VII.  The  Officers  and  Directors,  until  others 
are  chosen  in  their  stead,  are,  etc. 

Article  VIII.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have 
power  to  make  such  By-Laws  as  may  be  necessary  and 
proper  to  regulate  and  conduct  the  business  of  the  Cor- 
poration.

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RULE  II.  Meetings. 

The  Association  shall  meet  annually  on  the  second 
Monday  of  April,  at  3 P.  M.,  at  its  office.  Special  meet- 
ings shall  be  called  by  the  President  upon  the  order  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  on  one  week’s  notice  in  writing 
of  the  time  and  place  thereof.  Ten  members  shall  consti- 
tute a quorum  at  any  meeting. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  at  the  office  of  the 
Association  on  every  Tuesday,  at  10.30  A.  M.,  from  the 
last  Tuesday  in  June  until  the  first  Tuesday  in  Septem- 
ber, both  inclusive.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the 
President  upon  the  written  request  of  three  Managers, 
and  upon  twenty-four  hours  notice  in  writing  of  the  time 
and  place  thereof.  < 

RULE  III.  Elections. 

Elections  shall  be  by  ballot  and  after  open  nominations. 

RULE  IV.  Committees. 

There  shall  be  Committees  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
as  follows: 

Committee  on  Finance, 

Committee  on  Transportation  and  Free  Excursions, 
Committee  on  Boarding  Houses, 

Committee  on  Office  and  Supplies, 

Committee  on  Publication, 

Committee  on  Forming  Country  Committees. 
Committee  on  Sea  Shore  Work. 

They  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  and  shall 
consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  mem- 
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bers.  They  shall  elect  their  own  chairmen,  shall  keep  a 
record  of  all  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  in  writing 
to  the  Board  at  every  stated  meeting. 

RULE  V.  Treasurer. 

All  subscriptions  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury,  and 
donations  before  being  used  shall  be  recorded  by  the 
Treasurer,  who  shall  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  both. 
The  Treasurer  shall  report  in  writing  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  at  every  stated  meeting,  and  shall  make  no 
payments  except  upon  an  order  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

RULE  YJ.  Bills. 

No  bill  shall  be  ordered  paid  unless  it  has  been  first 
examined  and  reported  upon  by  the  Finance  Committee. 
No  bill  for  boarding  shall  be  ordered  paid  unless  the 
name,  length  of  visit,  and  conduct  of  every  person  for 
whom  a charge  is  made  are  fully  set  forth. 

RULE  VII.  'Ward  Committees. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  for  each  ward  in 
which  there  is  work  to  be  done  a committee,  of  which  a 
Manager  shall  be  one  member,  and  the  chairman.  The 
committee  so  appointed,  with  such  members  as  they  may 
add,  shall  constitute  the  Ward  Committee. 

RULE  VIII.  Duties  of  Ward  Committees. 

The  Ward  Committee  shall  see  : that  all  persoDSsentto 
the  country  are  first  examined  by  a physician,  and  by  him 
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pronounced  to  be  free  from  contagious  disease  ; that  no  one 
is  sent  who  is  not  known  by  actual  investigation  to  .be  of 
good  character  and  inoffensive  manners,  and  who  is  not  as 
clean  and  neat  as  possible  ; that  every  child  is  provided 
with  a card,  to  be  securely  and  conspicuously  attached  to 
the  child  if  small,  having  on  one  side  the  name  and  address 
of  the  child,  and  on  the  other,  the  name,  address,  and 
railroad  station  of  the  person  to  whom  it  is  sent ; that 
every  child  who  is  not  to  return  in  charge  of  an  escort,  is 
provided  with  a return  ticket ; that  every  child,  or  one  of 
every  family,  is  provided  with  a properly  addressed  postal 
card,  and  is  instructed  to  write  home  as  soon  as  the  des- 
tination is  reached  ; that  every  child,  or  one  of  the  party 
of  children  going  to  the  same  place,  is  provided  with  a 
properly  addressed  postal  card,  and  is  instructed  to  im- 
mediately announce  to  the  Association,  its  or  the  party’s 
arrival  at  the  destination  ; and  that  all  children  sent  out 
by  them  are  met  at  the  railroad  stations  on  their  return  to 
the  city  and  sent  to  their  respective  homes.  They  shall 
also  report  to  the  office  the  time  of  the  departure  and  re- 
turn of  all  children  sent  on  invitation  ; and  such  facts  in 
reference  to  the  visits  as  it  may  seem  advisable  to  record 
for  fixture  reference. 

RULE  IX.  Lists. 

The  chairmen  of  the  Ward  Committees  shall  be  furnished 
from  the  office  of  the  Association  with  lists  of  the  names 
of  persons  who  are  to  go  from  their  respective  wards,  at 
least  one  week  before  such  persons  are  to  go.  These  lists 
shall  set  forth  the  name,  post-office,  and  railroad  station 
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of  the  person  to  whom  they  are  to  go,  together  with  the 
day,  hour,  and  place  of  starting,  and  the  time  of  return. 
There  shall  be  no  deviation  from  these  lists,  except  where 
a person  named  cannot  go,  in  which  case  another  of  the 
same  sex  and  age  may  be  substituted.  The  lists,  with  the 
names  and  addresses  of  such  substitutes,  shall  be  returned 
to  the  office  immediately  after  the  departure  of  those  sent. 

RULE  X.  Applications. 

Every  application  must  be  made  at,  or  sent  in  writing 
to  the  office  of  the  Association;  and  must  give  name, 
residence,  age,  and  time  the  applicant  can  go,  together  with 
any  particulars  that  may  be  of  assistance  in  disposing  of 
the  applications  to  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned. 

RULE  XI.  Amendments. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  Managers  present  at  any  stated  meeting  of  the  Board, 
notice  in  writing  of  the  intention  to  offer  such  amend- 
ment having  been  given  at  a stated  meeting  at  least  one 
week  previous  ; or  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  those  present 
at  any  special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  upon  one 
week’s  written  notice. 


RULES  FOR  BOARDING-HOUSE 
KEEPERS. 


].  All  boarders  are  to  be  met  at  the  station  on  their  ar- 
rival and  taken  to  the  station  on  their  return. 

2.  Every  child,  or  one  of  every  family  of  children,  will 
be  provided  with  a postal  card,  already  addressed,  upon 
which  to  report  home  its  arrival,  and  the  hostess  is  re- 
quested to.  see  that  this  is  posted  as  early  as  possible. 
The  tags  should  be  taken  care  of  and  securely  re-attached 
to  the  children  upon  their  return. 

3.  Boaiders  are  not  to  remain  more  than  one  week 
without  a written  order  from  the  office,  except  where  in- 
vited by  the  hostess  to  remain  longer  free  of  charge. 

4.  In  case  of  accident,  misconduct,  or  for  other  sufficient 
cause,  guests  may  be  sent  home  before  the  expiration  of 
the  week,  provided  notice  in  writing  of  the  day  and  hour 
of  their  arrival  in  the  city  is  delivered  at  the  office  at  least 
twenty-four  hours  before  the  arrival. 

5.  No  work  is  to  be  demanded  of  the  boarders  except 
that  the  girls  keep  their  own  rooms  in  order,  but  the  hostess 
is  requested  to  encourage  those  who  occasionally  volunteer 
light  help. 
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6.  It  is  expected  that  fresh  meat  will  be  provided  at 
least  once  a day,  and  that  fresh  milk  for  drinking  will 
be  provided  twice  a day.  Children  should  be  encouraged 
to  drink  milk  rather  than  tea  or  coffee. 

7.  All  boardinghouse  keepers  are  expected  to  furnish 
some  entertainment  for  the  children. 

8.  Children  must  be  provided  with  comfortable  beds 
and  bedsteads,  and  not  be  allowed  to  sleep  on  the  floor. 

9.  If  any  person  of  either  sex  express  a desire  to  live 
in  the  country,  and  shows  an  aptitude  for  farm  or  house 
work,  the  fact  should  be  reported  at  the  office  at  once. 

10.  At  the  close  of  each  season  the  contract  with  each 
house  ends.  If  renewal  is  desired,  application  must  be 
made  as  early  as  the  third  week  in  April. 

11.  Blanks  for  boarding  bills  are  furnished  by  the 
Association,  ruled  for  dates  of  arrival  and  departure,  con- 
duct, etc.,  and  bills  will  not  be  paid  until  properly  made 
out.  We  especially  desire  a careful  report  in  words  of 
the  conduct  of  every  guest. 


RULES  FOR  COUNTRY  BOARDERS. 


1.  All  guests  are  to  obey  the  lady  of  the  house. 

2.  .Girls  are  to  make  their  own  beds  and  keep  their 
rooms  in  order. 

3.  Guests  must  provide  their  own  combs  and  brushes, 
pins,  sewing  materials,  etc. 

4.  No  washing  or  ironing  is  to  be  expected  of  the  host- 
ess, nor  can  any  be  done  by  the  guests  without  her  consent. 

5.  Guests  will  not  be  taken  to  church  except  as  a favor, 
and  at  the  convenience  of  the  hostess. 

ti.  The  length  of  visit  is  one  week,  but  guests  may  be 
sent  home  at  any  time  for  misconduct. 

7.  Good  conduct  will  be  especially  reported  and  record- 
ed for  reference  the  next  year.
